Edito r o f The Co ngregatio nalist 
Probably it wou ld be a mistake 
to assu me th at the p roblems of 
the modem home are greater 
than those th at hav e confronted 
ho mes in the p ast. Bu t su rely 
the conditions and forces con­ 
fronting the modern home are 
v ery different. 
One senses the lack of any 


there was a p ossibility of a sort 
of p atriarchal organization and 
tradition. 
# * * * 
That p hase of home life is now 
fairly well broken u p .. Complex 
modern life, with its abnormally 
large u rban p op u lation, has cre­ 
ated new p roblems for the home 
throu gh the new conditions. 
“Home” for many people to­ 
day is simp ly a p lace where they 
eat and sleep. The real activ i­ 
ties of life are largely ou tside 
of the home for p arents as well 
adeq u ate home life in p ast gen- as children, and u nder su ch con- 
erations when masses of people 
were 
u nder 
feu dal 
lordship , 
where the home conditions were 
narrow and disheartening, where 
there was little eq u ip ment for 
real liv ing, and where in many 
instances the head of the home 
was called away on du ty for his 
feu dal lord in war or in some 
other cap acity . 
Bu t the home of the p ast was 
in a relativ ely self-contained 
commu nity . The mass of homes 
were ru ral, and in the main 


ditions it is obv iou s that there 
can be no su ch thing as real or 
ideal home life. 
Then, 
the 
conditions 
are 
changed morally and psy cholog­ 
ically as well as economically 
and socially . Old and well estab­ 
lished ideals are challenged, and 
books go so far today as to su g­ 
gest that the rebellion of chil­ 
dren against their p arents is a 
v alu able thing. 
There has been in ou r own 
day a general breaking down of 


standards, rev ealed in the sta­ 
tistics of the div orce cou rts, and 
in the conditions u nder which 
the masses of children are grow­ 
ing u p with no real home ties 
and no home gu idance. 
The 
p roblems incident to m aintain­ 
ing a home, and making it ef­ 
fectiv e, were nev er more acu te 
or complex than they are today . 
Someone not long ago made 
the tragic and terrible comment 
u p on the say ing “There is no 
place like home,” in remarking, 
“Thank God there isn’t.” 
# # * * 
Bu t is the p ictu re all as dark 
as this might su ggest? Are there 
not brighter and better asp ects? 
Most assu redly there are. The 
v ery comp lex ity of conditions 
imp lies new op p ortu nities and 
new adv antages. For those who 
wou ld discip line their own liv es 
and 
bu ild 
u p 
a sou nd 
and 
healthy p ersonal life and home 
life, the world of today offers a 
great deal that was denied ear­ 
nest and seriou s people in the 
world of y esterday . 
One does not, of cou rse, take 


into accou nt ex cep tional cir­ 
cu mstances or tragedies occa­ 
sioned by su ch conditions as u n­ 
emp loy ment, bu t it mu st be re­ 
membered that there were al­ 
way s p resent ex cep tional and 
tragic circu mstances. 
The one thing th at is clear, 
howev er, is th at there can be no 
satisfactory life in the modern 
home itself, or coming from the 
modern home, ex cep t as old and 
well established standards are 
recognized. Home dep ends in its 
v ery natu re u p on lov e and loy ­ 
alty , u p on the faithfu lness of its 
members to one another, and 
u p on their mu tu al dev otion to 
high ideals. 
Unrestraint and carelessness 
can be only destru ctiv e in their 
resu lts, and one mu st v iew with 
alarm a great deal of the li­ 
cense and reactionary attitu de 
that carries on falsely u nder the 
p retense of self-ex p ression. Self- 
ex p ression is most dangerou s to 
the self when it p u rsu es p aths 
that are against the welfare and 
bu ilding u p of sou nd home life 
and ideal social relationship s.
